These are 
given in the 24-hour system and are repeated for 
convenience half-way down the page. 

If you are not familiar with the 24-hour clock, 
you should amend the hours to ‘‘ordinary’’ time. 
Hence 1300 becomes 1 p.m., 1400 becomes 2 p.m., 
1500 becomes 3 p.m. and so on, until 2400 becomes 
midnight. 

3. The thicker vertical lines separate the Planner 
into one hour intervals; each of these intervals is 
again divided into six 10-minute columns. 

This means that from 5 a.m. to midnight there 
is a separate column for each 10 minutes. 
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if you locate the town you wish to commence your 
Journey in the left hand column and run your finger 
along the corresponding horizontal line until you 
meet a flight commencing at that city. North-bound 
flights go towards the top of the page, south-bound 
flights towards the bottom (north-bs und flight num- 
bers are always even, south-bour . .:2 odd). 
When you have located a fligt ng the city of 
your departure, you can follow ' through on its 
journey to your final destinatic or can readily 
see how it will connect at an i termediate point 
with another flight. For example, say you wish to
